He bound it with fresh 
bandages and opened a box full of 
glittering k nives, tak ing out a small 
sheath. From this he made a jaunt of 
stool spring lik e lightning.

famo us* as a breed in England and 
America, 
which 
hav e 
receiv ed the 
lo ngest and clo sest attentio n o f breeders 
aud impro v ers, which hav e co mmanded 
prices, singly aud in herds, far abo v e all 
o thers, and whio h hav e made the mo st 
general impressio n upo n the liv e sto ck 
o f bo th co untries daring the nineteenth 
century, ara the Sho rtho rns, o r Dnr- 
hams. 
Wallace says they are descend­ 
ed fro m the o ld No rtheast o f England 
breed, v ario usly designated as “ Dur- 
hiin,” “ Teeswater,” “ Yo rkshire,” aud 
“ Ho lderness,” and adds: 
“ The breed 
wag pro bably o riginally fo rmed, tho ugh 
fierhaps sev eral centuries ago . by cro ss­ 
ing the abo riginal British co ws with 
large-frame bo lls impo rted fro m the 
Co ntinent. 
Early Sho rtho rns 
were 
go o d milkers, and it may be presumed 
they in part inherited that quality alo ng 
with the sho rtness o f ho rn fro m their 
Co ntinental ancesto rs. 
Little is kno wn 
o f the breed exo ept fro m the uncertain 
autho rity o f traditio n do wn to the early 
part o f the eighteenth century, tho ugh it 
is o nly right to infer that lo ng befo re 
this time grrat care and ev en skill had 
been besto wed upo n it. 
The earliest 
reco rds sho w that purity o f breed was 
tally appreciated, and this impo rtant 
fact co uld no t hav e been univ ersal with­ 
o ut prev io us experience and attentio n.” 
The great co unty o f Yo rk extending 
alo ng the east co ast o f England fro m 
the riv er Humber to the Tees, aud 
westward almo st to the Irish Sea, has 
the ho uo r o f being the seat o f the mo st 
no ted examples 
o f impro v ement in 
British cattle. It was this co unty which 
furnished the fo undatio n sto ck upo n 
which Greeley in Staffo rdshire, Web­ 
ster in Warwickshire, and that greatest 
o f all breeders, Ro bert Bakewell, in 
Leicestershire, labo red to create the 
breed o f Lo ngho rns, which filled all the 
middle co unties o f England during the 
eighteenth o entury, and was then re­ 
garded as the mo st v aluable in the 
kingdo m. 
And it was Yo rkshire, help­ 
ed so mewhat by the smaller co unty o f 
Durham, adjo ining o n the no rth, which 
bro ught the famo us Sho rtho rns to th© 
fro nt, fo llo wing clo sely upo n the best 
days o f Lo ngho rns. 
The fo rmer re­ 
placed and 
practically abo rded th© 
latter, spreading o v er all middle England 
and no rthward acro ss the island and 
well into the lo wlands o f Sco tland. 
Inseparably co nnected with the de­ 
v elo pment o f the Sho rtho rn breed are 
the names o f Ro bert and Charles Co lling, 
who bro ught their fav o rites into a new 
era o f fame and po pularity during the 
last decades o f the eighteenth century 
and the first o f the nineteenth. 
The 
(billings were shrewd adv ertisers as 
well as go o d breeders. 
In tho se days o f 
slo w co mmunicatio n and absence o f 
fairs and sho ws they ado pted the clev er 
plan o f sending specimen animals o f 
their breeding o n lo ng to urs abo ut their 
o wn aud adjo ining co o nties. 
Two o f 
these animals became specially famo us. 
“ The Durham Ox,” which had a liv e 
weight abo v e \% to us, wild “ The White 
capital j Heifer that Trav eled,” weighing co n 
siderably o v er a to n, were driv en abo ut 
the credito rs are I tfoe co untry fo r sev eral years and ex 
Indiana cit leg.J ^naiv ely exhibited. 
Almo st equally 
v aluable to this breed hav e been the 
later serv ices o f Bates and Bo o th and 
Cmikshank. 
Under these leaders, and 
in the hands o f a ho st o f able lieutenants 
and fo llo wers, this superb race o f cattle 
has been raised to the highest rank in 
the United Kingdo m, carried to the 
co ntinent o f Euro pe, and intro duced 
into 
all 
British 
co lo nies. 
It was 
the first pure breed to make an im 
press upo n the cattle o f the United 
States. 
The Rev o lutio nary war was scarcely 
o v er befo re attentio n began to be giv en 
to impro v ing the cattle in America. 
Virginia led in the wo rk with sev eral 
small impo rtatio ns between 1783 and 
1800, and fro m these pio neer animals 
who lly I the first pure-bred Durhams were taken 
to Kentucky. 
In 1817 there was a 
special impo rtatio n fo r Kentucky use, 
fro m which the descendants can be fo lly 
traced to the present time. 
This sto ck 


o f Sho rtho rns has been to secure early 
maturity, size, fo rm, and beef-pro duc­ 
ing qualities. 
“ All is useless that is no t 
beef” was the mo tto o f an eminent! 
breeder, and he has had many fo llo wers. 
Tho mas Bates is the mo st no ted o f the 
few who hav e seemed anxio us to retain 
go o d milking capacity. 
The Sho rtho rns 
are a beef breed and hav e been so fo r 
generatio ns. 
They are classed amo ng 
the beef breeds at all the great exhibi­ 
tio ns, and, as a breed, do no t ev en pre­ 
tend to be general-po rpo se animals. 
B u t there hav e always been go o d d aily 
co ws amo ng them, and in England, 
especially, strains and familial hav e 
been kept so mewhat distinct and kno wn

B. Ewin g, of Chicago, mad e his 
report on the result od the in v estigation 
of the plan s an d specification s submitted 
by A. L Stewart, City En gin eer. 
The report of Mr. Ewin g states that 
he mad e a careful ex amin ation of the 
d ata secured by City En gin eer Stew art 
an d foun d it accurate aud ample for the 
purpose in ten d ed . 
The territory cov ered by the proposed 
system has an approx imate area of 
500 acres, d rain in g in to Flatrock riv er, 
the bed of which is 18 feet below the 
cen tral poition of the city, afford in g 
sufficien t fall to easily d eliv er the sew 
age in to the riv er. 
The topography of 
the oity is such that it can be d iv id ed 
in to d istricts as con templated in the 
proposed improv emen t. 
The southwestern d istrict, comprises 
the territory lyin g south of the C., H. & 
D. an d east of Main street prov id es for 
storm an d san itary sewers combin ed , 
usin g on e con d uit for both. 
The eastern system cov ers the portion 
lyin g east of the higher groun d s an d 
sooth of Pen n sylv an ia Railway.

The use of a six -in ch pipe as a main 
where there m ight be more than on e 
house con n ection is n ot con sid ered ad ­ 
v isable. 
In case of two or more house 
con n ection s on a main n othin g less than 
an eight in ch pipe should be laid . 
Man holes were recommen d ed ta be 
placed at each en d of each sewer an d at 
all chan ges in grad e or align men t.

An d what is tre f of the d epletion of the 
gran d hard wood forests of Fayette, 
Rush an d Shelby coun ties, is equally 
true of hard wood forests all ov er In ­ 
d ian a, formerly the most heav ily tim ­ 
bered State in the hard wood s in the en ­ 
tire Un ion .
